As the cost of living goes up the net 
earnings of the individual, and espe- 
cially the individual householder, go 
down. Among the many items that 
enter into the cost of living, one of the 
most important is the cost of fuel in 
winter. If a small householder uses 
eight to ten tons in a winter, and @ 
larger household from sixteen to 
twenty tons, that means an outlay of 
$40 to $50 for the smal! household 
and $80 to $100 for the larger house- 
holder at last winter’s price of $5 a 
ton. At this year’s price of $6.50 a 
ton, the cost will e a minimum of $52 
for the smailer household and of $104 


for the larger, with a maximum of 
$65 and $130 respectively. 
On coal alone the earnings of the 


smaller householder are reduced $12 
for the coming winter by the increase 
in the price of coal that has already 
taken place, while the larger house- 
holder is set back $30, as compared 
with last winter. 

Coal mining is of necessity a highly 
paid occupation, The working condi- 
tions underground, the risk of life and 
limb, the laborious character of the 
work, and the skill and expert knowl- 
edge required, combine to establish a 
high scale of wages as compared with 
most other occupations. But if the 
miner is earning a scale of wages that 
is fair compensation for all these con- 
ditions as compared with the wages 
earned by other men in other employ- 
ments, he then stands on the same 
footing as they do in the matter of 
further increases,

the amount of sugar they use for pre- 
servine purposes. When the account 
has been submitted to Ortawa they 
will be given a supplementry certificate 
for the purchase of supplies of sugar 
for preserving purposes. For example, 
should the cafe or boarding house 
keepers be compelled to use four hun- 
dred pounde of sugar for preserving 
purposes out of their present allotment 
during September and October, a sup- 
plementry certificate to cover such 
amount will be issued to them and will 
be for their use for ordinary purposes 
in November and December, provided, 
always, of course, their aceounts show 
that the supply has been used up for 
preserving of fruit. The above order 
does not apply to the sweetening of 
fresh or stewed fruits for immediate 
use. 

In conjunction with this new regu- 
lation or suggestion of the food board, 
there comes the solemn warning that 
should any wholesaler or retailer be 
found guilty of supplying sugar to any/ig show 
keeper of a public eating place or to 
anyone who is expected to hold a cer- 
uificate for the purchase of sugar, but 
who has not such certificate, their 
license will be immediately suspended

The Balkan Front 


The long silence on the Mace- 
donian front has been finally bro- 
ken by the encouraging an- 
nouncement that the Allied forces 
have advanced their line an aver- 
age of ten miles on a considera- 
ble front, gathering in 10,000 pris- 
oners and 50 guns. It is doubt- 
ful if the attack of the Allies’ 
foree was any more surprising to 
the enemy than this gratifying an- 
nouncement is to the Allied peo- 
ples. The supposition has gained 
general acceptance that the army 
at Saloniki was there for the pur- 
pose of holding Greece in line and 
threatening the communications 
between Berlin and Constantino- 
ple, rather than for the purpose of 
actual fighting. The new devel- 
opment suggests that the period 
of ‘‘watchful waiting’’ is over, 
and that the enemy's hold on the 
Balkan region is now to be shaken 


loose.

Town Lots or Farm Lands? 


A special meeting of the city 
council was called for last 
evening to discuss the — situa- 
tion of the city in regard to ap- 
plications which have been made 
to the Provincial Utilities Com- 
mission by parties who wish cer- 
tain areas taken out of the city 
and restored to the status of farm 
land. Under legislation passed at 
the last session of the legislature 
the Utilities Commission is given 
power to thus restore to product- 
ive usefulness land which in booin 
days was subdivided into lots but 
which has not been brought into 
use for residential or business pur- 
poses. Edmonton is pretty well 
surrounded by such property, and 
a radical application of the pow- 
ers conferred upon the Utilities 
Commission would cut down very 
largely the amount of assessable 
property against which the city 
is able to levy taxes. Other cities 
in the province are in a situation 
more or less simildr and a meeting 
of representatives of the cities is 
to be held in Edmonton next week 


to consider the matter in the 
light of their common interests. 
The Provincial Utilities Commis- 


sioners are to consider the appli- 
cations which have been made in 
respect to the land lying within 
the municipal boundaries of Ed- 
monton on the 24th of the month. 
Whatever action is to be taken by 
the city, or whatever poliey is to 
be decided upon among the repre- 
sentatives of the various cities, 
will have to be determined with- 
out much loss of time.

Under instructions from the 
city couneil, the commissioners 
have seeured a report of the

700 pounds of this vegetable ref 
use was destroyed ;*in July, 41,- 
800, and in August, 22,400, a to- 
tal of 88,100 pounds, or 44 tons in 
three months. Aside from its food 
value, the money value of this 
amount of fruit and vegetables 
would run probably to $20,000. 
This report is indicative rather 
than conclusive. It does not dis- 
close whether the fruit and vege- | 
tables thus destroyed had gone 
bad unavoidably, or whether some | 
proportion of the amount was de- 
liberately allowed to spoil in or- | 
der to restrict the supply and} 
keep up the price. That is a point 
which, in the interests of the 
public, should be investigated to 
an absolute conclusion. The duty | 
of investigating it rests upon the 
food board, whose business in life 
is to prevent waste and punish 
deliberate destruction of food- 
stuffs. 


Canadian People 
Deserve No Such Insult. 


Hon. Mr. Rowell explains the 
organization of the Union Gov- 
ernment by saying that a time had 
come in the history of the country 


when a government, if it were to 
do its duty to the people of Can-

that way or not, It is peculiar, 
surely, that this foundation prin- 
ciple of autocratic government 
should be proclaimed in Canada | 


}as the guiding principle of a gov- | 


ernment whose business is to rally 
this supposedly democratic people 
to fight for the overthrow of auto- | 


right of people in Germany and 
elsewhere to govern themselves. It 
is not inappropriate to call to 
mind that the Russian revolution 
broke out when the fact had sunk! 
into the minds of the Russian sol- | 
diers that they were fighting to! 
gain for others a liberty which 
they were denied themselves, 

So far as Canada is concerned, | 
it is a fundamental misconception 
on the part of our ministers that 
they are more concerned about the 
winning of the war than the pub- 
lic, or that they are gifted with 
any sort of superhuman prescience 
which qualifies them to determine | 
how the country shall be govern- 
ed without regard to the opinions 
and wishes of the people, and even 
in defiance of these. The fathers 
and mothers and wives whose sons 
and husbands are fighting in 
France for the right to govern 
themselves in Canada are not less 
concerned in the outeome of this 
war than the members of the/ 
Union Government. The great 
body of Canadian civilians who, 
like the members of the Union| 
Government, are debarred by age 
or physical unfitness from going | 
overseas, are not less interested in 
the outeome of this war than the 


that, in order to develop the maxi- 
mum war effort of the Canadian 
people, it is necessary that the 
Government should enact legisla- 
tion of which the publie would not 
approve. The people of Canada 
will approve of any legislation 
that is shown to them to be neces- 
sary or expedient for the winning 
of the war. The allegation that 
they would not do so is a gratui- 
tous insult, and a piece of sheer 
impertinence on the part of their 
servants at Ottawa. 

Any doubts the Government 
may have as to the coneern of the 
Canadian people in the winning 
of the war should be set at rest 
by the figures quoted by Mr 
Rowell in his addresses to Western 
audiences, Canada, he declares, is 
the only country on the whole

TEACHER AND PUPIL 

A violin teacher should not make a 
practice, as many do, of playing con- 
stantly with the pupil during his les- 
son. How can a teacher hear the 
faults of the pupil? And how can 
the pupil tell if he ig playing out of 
tune? Auer or Hubay never taught 
by playimg all the time. Their puplis 
played first the complete works pre- 
pared, then were criticized. Both 
teachera, however, often illustrated 
difficult passages, for not everything 
can be explained, ome teachers use 
the piano constantly but it makes the 
pupit more self-reliant to use nothing 
n connection with the violin during 
the earltem study. Then later the 
piano may be used to suggeat rhythm 
or arouse enthusiagm, Class ingtruc- 
tion is good, for here all pupils may 
listen to the teacher's eriticisms, but 
private lessons are more effective, En- 
semble playing is always good, and 
every violin student should ve some 
experience in quartet or orchestra,
